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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to applicant's remarks filed on February 12, 2008. 
Applicant's remarks are persuasive, however, with fiirther search and reconsideration examiner 
provides new grounds of rejection below. 

Dramngs 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the in claim 4, the solid post and 
claim 5 the solid partial sphere must be shown or the feature(s) canceled fi-om the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d).

The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gilliland et al. 
(US 5,815623). 

In terms of claim 1, Yamane disclose a package including an optoelectronic component 
(Fig. 9A-9C); an alignment feature (73b) mounted to the surface of the package (80); and a 
sleeve defining only one bore with an inner surface having a constant inner diameter (lOOB) for 
receiving and contacting outer surfaces of the alignment feature (500) and the ferrule are inserted 
into the bore at opposite ends of the bore so they can be aligned relative to each other. 

In terms of claim 2, Yamane disclose a package including an optoelectronic component 
(Fig. 9A-9C); an alignment feature (73b) mounted to the surface of the package (80); and a 
sleeve defining only one bore with an inner surface having a constant inner diameter (lOOB) for 
receiving and contacting outer surfaces of the alignment feature (500) and the ferrule are inserted 
into the bore at opposite ends of the bore so they can be aligned relative to each other. The 
embodiment in which a ferrule is connected to the opposite end of the bore is shown in Fig. 6 
wherein (125) is connected to a detector and one can extrapolate the disclosure to implicate a 
ferrule. 

Regarding claim 3, the alignment feature comprises a cylindrical post having a hole 
allowing a light emitted by the package to pass through (73B). 
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Regarding claim 7, the connector is disclosed as an SC connector (lOOC). 
Regarding claim 8 and 9, the optoelectronic chip enclosure is a laser (82). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 4-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed February 12, 2008, with respect to claims 1-2, 
4 and 7-9 have been fiilly considered and are persuasive. The rejection of has been withdrawn. 
New grounds of rejection are provided above.
